Viborg Cutle, Finland, 


Dates Back to Year 1293 


Viborg castle occupiei a com- 


manding position overlooking the 
city of Viborg, Finland. It has stood 
there for several centuries. 
Its 


construction was begun by the Swed- 
ish marshal, Torkel Knutsson, st 
the time ot his crusade" in 1293. 
However, Viborg was slow in start- 
ing as a city. It did not get its 
charter until late in 1403. 


The town grew up in the shelter 


of the strong old castle which was 
an important outpost in fending off 
the attacks of the czar'* armies, 
whose onslaughts were many. 


Viborg was captured by the Rus- 


nans, recaptured by the Swedes, 
again by the Russians, and again by 
the Swedes—so often that its history 
for toe last six centuries is exceed- 
ingly monotonous, declares a writer 
in the Chicago Tribune. 


One attack and repulse in 1495 is 


outstanding and famous. 
Knut 


Posse, the Swedish commander who 
became a national hero because ot 
the incident, scattered the Russians 
and stnt them home on the run by 
lighting barrels of tar and pitch and 
catapulting the filming masses into 
their ranks. 


The medieval fortress saw many 


changes ol flags flying from its 
towers, first Swedish, then Russian, 
alternating with the fortune* of 
many wan. 
The last and perhaps 


tne most Woody battle of them all 
took place in the war for Ihe libera- 
tion of Finland in l»18, when the 
Russian communists capitulated to 
the Finns. Since then tfie flag at 
free Finland flies from the tallest 
tower of Viborg castle, now a hii- 
tcrical museum.

Single Tax Theory Lonf 


Urged by Henry George 


The single tax is a theory of taxa- 


tion propounded by the late Henry 
George, whereby all taxes are levied 
on land values, and other forms of 
direct and indirect taxation are 
abolished. A summary of the theory 
by George follows: 


"We assert ai our fundamental 


principle the self-evident truth enun- 
ciated in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that all men are created 
equal and are endowed by their 
creator with certain inalienable 
rights. We hold that all men are 
equally entitled to the use and en- 
joyment of what God has created 
and of what is gained by the gen- 
eral growth and improvement of the 
community of which they are a part. 


"Therefore, no one should b« per- 


mitted to hold natural opportunities 
without a fair return to all for any 
special privilege thus accorded to 
him, and that that value which, the 
growth and improvement of the 
community attaches to land should 
be taken for the use of the commu- 
nity; that each is entitled to all that 
his labor produces; therefore no tax 
should be levied on the product* ot 
labor.

to rank. The President ot the Unit- 
ed States, for instance, as Command- 
er-in-chief, ranks every officer in i 
all branches of the service. The i 
ranking officer of an outfit Is the i 
senior officer, who outranks mil oth-1 
ers because he is a hifiher grade or 
holds a commission of earlier date. 


Following this analogy, says * 


writer in the Indianapolis News, the 
chairman of a committee should be 
the ranking member, since he out- 
ranks all others; but as generally 
used the term is applied only to the 
senior member of the minority par- 
ty represented on the committee.
